TALK AT WAS HINGTON. 


Bayard Still Serene, but Others 
Think the Situation Serious. 

WASHINGTON, Jap. 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Secretary Bayard. was this 
evening shown the dispatch from Auck- 
land, stating that Germany has given no- 
tice that vessels arriving at Samoa will de 
searched for contraband goods. He said 
the department had today received dis- 
patches from Consul Blacklock, stating 
that war had been declared against Ma- 
taafaand martial law proclaimed by the 
German Consul at Apia. He did not know 
whether the martial law referred to in- 
cluded Samoa or only Apia. 

Reference was made 70 the criticisms of 
the De r K of State, and the Secre- 
tary s Id: “I would like the gentlemen 
who have been criticising 2 ing done 
by the State De ment to show one in- 
stance in which have broken the law or 
permitted it to be violated. I do not know 
such an instance. There has been a great 
de lof misrepresentation, and in time my 
countrymen will see that the State Depart 
ment has done everythihg that could be 
done. I have yet to learn that any Améri- 
can has been injured or any of their rights 
as defined by law and treaty taken away. 
Our policy has been fixed and steady in the 
direction of the preservation of American 
rights. The German Government has con- 
stantly given assurances that Germany 
would not violate American rights. 

“The department,” said the Secretary,

o | quarreling and fighting. It is not for us to 
try to 3 every country a stable govern- 
ment. 


A MORE SERIOUS VIEW.

Other Kemedy, Which Lies in the 
Direction of an Official Kxamina- 


1 tion of the Books. 


esterday morning at 10 o’clock was the 
rset for Judge Van Dyke to render his 
ision in the motion of Col. F. A. East- 
an vs. H. H. Boyce, asking for a receiver 
the Tribune Company. The motion was 
ade on a clause in Mr. Eastman’s com- 
laint fora judgment against Boyce, who 
in possession of $5000 worth of stock in 
e Tribune Publishing Company, which 
r. Eastman and another stockholder, J. 
„Austin, claim that Smoothy obtained 
ithout paying for it. Pending the suit to 
recover the $5000, Eastman and Austin 
asked for a receiver on the grounds that 
their property is being injured through the 
mismanagement of Boyce. 

Judge Van Dyke refused to grant this 
clause of the complaint, but he decides that 
Eastman and Austin are entitled to have 
the books examined, and he will appoint an 
examiner when application is made, which 
will be done today, as Eastman and Aus- 
tin’s attorneys were drawing up the papers 
yesterday. 

All of the allegations in the complaint 
are admitted, as appears by the following, 
which is a copy of the decision prepared by 
the court reporter and corrected by Judge 
Van Dy ke: 


In the Superior Court of the county of 
Los Angeles, State of California, Depart- 
ment No, 4. Van Dyke, Judge, January 


31, 1889, Eastman vs. yee. Deeision of 
the Court on order to show cause. 

The Court: In the ease of Eastman 
against Boyce and others, owing to press of 
business, I have not been able to write out 
any opinion, but I have arrived at a con- 
clusion, and as I intimated 1 would dis- 
pose of it this morning, I will proceed to 


0 80. 

The question is not a new one in this 
State. Similar cases have been brought and 
disposed of. In this case the action is by a 
stockholder of an alleged corporation, the 
Tribune Publishing Company, setting forth 
the corporate existence of the defendant 
corporation, the amount of stock mentioned 
in the articles or certificate of incorpora- 
tion, the stock that was actually issued, be- 
ing 1860 of the 2000 shares, of which the 
plaintiff held 320, and the individual de- 
fendanis, being four in number, 1420. 

Plaintiff alleges that these tour individual 
defendants are directors, and have the sole 
management and control of the corporate 
affairs of the company, and in a general 
way that they are mismanaging tbe affairs 
of the corporation and pursuing such a 

course as to injure its business and credit. 
Further, that they have favored one of the 
individual directors, Boyce, by a credit ex- 
tended to him to the amount of some #5000, 
and that they keep the books without al- 
lowing the plaintiffs/to have access to them; 
that they are kept in an unsatisfactory, un- 
businesslike way, and they ask the Court 
to have an auditor appointed to examine the 
books, and, pendente lite, to — a re- 
ceiver to take charge of the business and 
conduct the affairs of the corporation until 
it can be closed around up. 

The defendants comein by way of de- 
murrer and answer to the cause by claiming 
that, admitting the facts as alleged in the 
bill, the court should not appoint a receiver 
under the law and decisions of this State. 
In the French Bank case, quite a noted 
case in this State, this whole matter was 
pretty thoroughly discussed by some of the 
ablest lawyers in the State,and the court re- 
fers in that case to the former adjudications 
in this State prior tothe adoption of the 
code, and the provisions in the code are 
also referred to. The court in that case say: 
‘Irrespective of the effect of the fifth sub- 
division of section 564 uf the Code of Civil 
Procedure which will be presently consid- 
ered, there is no jurisdiction vested in 

. courts of equity to appoint a receiver of the 
property of a corporation in a suit 
cuted by a private party. This is only to 
say that there is no jurisdiction vested in 
these courts in such a case to dis- 
solve a corporation, for the power of a re- 
ceiver, when put in mo ion, of necessity 
supersedes the corporate power. It neces- 
sarily displaces the corporate management 
and substitutes its own, and asgumes, in 
the language of the order under review 
and that is a similar order to the one ask 
in this case, “to do all and everything nec- 
essary to protect the rights of the creditors 
and depositors of said corporation.” 

The Court then says: This precise 
question was brought directly under con- 
sideration here in the case of Neali vs. Hiil 
(16th Cal., 145), where, in a suit brought by 
a stockholder a receiver had been appointed 
by the District Court to take ssion 01 
the property of the Gold Hill and Bear 
River Water Company, a corporation exist- 
ing under the Jaws of this State. The opin- 
ion in that case rendered by Mr. Justice 
Cope andconcurred in by the whole court, 
after reterring to the adjudicated cases in 
England and in this country, uses this 
language: “This decree, if permitted to 
stand, must necessarily result in the disso- 
lution of the corporation; ard in that event 
the Court will bave accomplished, in an in- 
direct mode, that which in this proceeding 
it had no authority to dodirectly. It is 
well settled that a court of equity, as such, 
has no jurisdiction over corporate bodies 
forthe purpose of restraining their opera- 
tions or winding up their concerns. We do 
not find that any such power has ever been 
exercised in the absence of a statute con- 
ferriug the jurisdiction.’ ” 

Then the Court goes on to speak of the 
present statute, that is, the section of the 
code referred to: “We proceed, therefore, 
to inquire whether the jurisdiction of courts 
of equity, in the respect referred to, has 
been enlarged by any statute of this State. 
The only statute brought to our attention 
which is supposed to have that effect is see- 
tion 564 of the Code of Civil Procedure,” 
(and then they cite that code in full, the 
whole six subdivisions, and proceed.) 
That the case brought in the Fifth Dis- 
trict Court of the Fifteenth Judicial Dis- 
trict is not included in the sixth subdivision 
of this statute has been determined already, 
and the appointment here not having been 


made ‘after judgment,’ of course the third 


and fourth subdivisions can have no appli- 
cation. The first and second subdivisions 
provide for the appointment of a receiver in 
an action brought by a vendor to vacate a 
fraudulent purchase: in aid of a creditor’s 
bill; also- 5 ings involving ques 


tions between partners; also in suits of 
foreclosure brought by mortgagees when 
the securit likely to be lost or seriously 
infpaired. These subdivisions do not as- 


suine to create a substantive right of action 
where none existed before. Their aim is to 
provide a more efficacious remedy in the 
conduct of actions, the right to bring which 
already exists, and are elsewhere provided 
for. The action by a yendor to vacate a 
fraudulent purchase, Or by a mortgage to 
foreclose a mortgage, is notereated by the 
statute we are now considering. hey 
exist independently of its provisions, and 
would coutinue to exist if the statutes were 


repealed. 

‘The particular subdivision, bowever, 
which is supposed to confer the power in 
question and to authorize the District Court 
to appoint a receiver of the property of 
this corporation, is the fifth, being tne only 
portion of the statute in which corpora- 
tions are named” (and they cite the fifth) 
There is, of course, no such thing as an ac- 
tion brought distinctively for the mere ap- 
pointment of a receiver—such an appoint- 
ment when made is ancillary to or in aid of 
the action brought, Its 222 is to pre- 
serve the property pending the litigation, 
so that the relief awarded by the judgment, 
if any, may be effective. The authority 
conferred upon the Court to make the ap- 
pointment necessarily sup that an 
action is pending before it, instituted by 
some one authorized by law to commence 
it, Butthere is no statute of this State, 
none to which we have been pointed, which 
undertakes to confer upon a private person, 
either as stockbolder or creditor, the right 
to maintain an action to diesolve a corpora- 
tion upon the ground that it is insolvent or 
to obtain relief by seizing its property out 

the hands of its constituted manage- 
want and placing it in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. 

Then the Court notices cases where a re- 
ceiver may be appoineed, for instance: “Of 
course it is not to be doubted that the 
trustees of a corporation, the persons who 
constitute its direction, and from time to

Then our courts say: But even in such a 
proceeding as that the trustees must, of 
course, be made parties defendant (that is, 
in a proceeding to supervise or regulate the 
action of the constituted authorities of the 
corporation).”’ 

Now, in this case it is true it differs from 
the French Bank case in that four directors 
are made parties defendant; but fourdo not 
constitute a bourd. The court is bound to 
take notice of the law that at least five are 
nece to constitute the trustees of the 
corporation. Further, this application is 
not tor the purpose of controlling the ac- 
tion of the trustees, but it is to take out of 
their hands and putin the hands of a re- 
ceiver, appointed by this court, the corpor- 
ate powers of the company. he law itself 
places the corporate functions of the com- 
pany in the hands of certain persons called 
trustees or directors. Until the corporation 
is dissolved, and the law provides for the 
dissosution, both voluntary and involuntary, 
the corporate functions must not be taken 
from these persons appointed and desig- 
nated by law, and put into the hands of 
some one else; but nevertheless these trus- 
tees, like other trustees or executors or ad- 
ministrators, in a proper proceeding can be 
made to perform their duty. They can be 
compelled, restrained or controlled in a 
proper 

But in a case like this, for the 8 
ment of a receiver of a corporation, I can- 
net disregard the well-adjudicated cases 
and the recognized luw. It is so well un- 
derstood in this State, since the French 
Bank case, that if it had nut been Por the 
earnestness of counsel for the plaintiff 1 
should not have been disposed to consider 
it fora moment; but they seemed to think 
that it did not fall within that case. They 
rely upon @ case arising in the State of 
Ohio. hat case, at most, merely holds 
thut a receiver having been appointed (it 
don’t appear how or why), that the matter 
cannot be collaterally attacked. The Court 
says in that case: It must be borne in 
mindj that here was an acting receiver. 
There was at least the form of a legal ap- 
pointment. This is not a proceeding in er- 
ror or to review the order of appointment. 
It is a collateral 10 It is not enough 
that the Court might have erred in its ac- 
tion, admitting there that the Court might 
have erred, but they say that in that action 
it could not be collaterally attacked. 

Now, suppose this Court should appoint a 
receiver, it would be subject to review, and 
in that case (as it would seem to be admitted 
to be an error) it would be an idle pro- 
cedure; but, as I remarked, I do not feel at 
liberty to disregard the unbroken decisions 
of the Supreme Court of this State in this 
matter. 

If the trustees or directors of the corpora- 
tion refuse to exhibit their books to a 
creditor or stockholder, there is a mode of 
redress, or if their accounts have been im- 
properly kept, that can be ascertained. In 
this case there is no judgment yet; in fact, 
there is no allegation of a claim against the 
corporation. They sue in aid of the cor- 
poration, as it were, to obtain a judgment 
as against one of the directors and in favor 
ot the corporation. Of course being stock- 
holders, they have an interest in that. 
They have an interest in seeing that all 
that isdue the corporation should be paid 


to it. 

The application for a receiver will be 
denied. it is so ordered. 

If the complainants wish to enforce their 
right to have an inspection of the books, or 
any exhibits taken from the books, or for 
an account pre for the benefit of all, 
on the proper application, it will be heard.

“Touching Certain Municipal Evils. 


Among other matters which the citi- 
zens of Los Angeles will expect the 
next Council to regulate, amend, and 
reform, is the granting of franchises, 
and the letting of contracts, for various 
municipal purposes. 

During the late lamented boom period, 
the granting of franchises for street 
railways and other profitable enter- 
prises was, in common with a majority 
of other business undertakings, carried 
on in the most easy-going, happy-go- 
lucky manner imaginable. The person 
or persons who wanted permission to 
build a street railroad, from the Court- 
house to Boomville, or East Paradise, 
or South San Saleratus, via all the prin- 
cipal streets of the city, only had to 
ask for it to get it, while the projectors 
of asteam railroad fram Alkali Slough, 
or any other future inter-continental 
port, to Labrador, or to Skagit River, 
via Los Angeles, were considered to be 
doing this city a signal favor in accept- 
ing, besides a franchise through the 
municipality, a free deed to a score or 
so of acres of city land in considera- 
tion of their not going around, Los An- 
geles and building up a rival city of 
their own in the suburbs. Fortunately 
—or unfortunately—the city has no 
longer anything to give away, except 
rights of way over the streets, and 
these are growing very scarce. 

A similar style of action prevailed in 
regard to the letting of contracts for 
street grading, or other city improve- 
ments. The lowest bidder got the con- 
tract, and nobody ever took the trouble 
to inquire as.to the power of the bidder 
to carry it out. Everyone was supposed 
to be wealthy in those days, and then 
it was almost a condescension for a’ 
man to be willing to trouble himself 
with such things as contracts when he 
could make money so much more easily 
in real estate. As a consequence, many 
contracts were not carried out, and 
had to be relet at the cost of much de- 
lay, inconvenience and expense to the 
city. 

The people will expect this haphaz- 
ard style. of business to cease, from 
now on. We have got through with 
sowing our wild oats, and are learning 
the value of a dollar. We expect to 
get the equivalent of 100 cents for it. 
Contracts for municipal work should 
only be given to persons who have the 
means to carry out their agreement, 
or, at least, only to those who can give 
good and sufficient bonds, which will 
bear scrutiny, and which should be 
forfeited, without fear or favor, in case 
of failure of the contractor to fulfill 
his obligations. We need a man of 
firmness and determination in the 
Mayor’s chair, who will look out for 
such speculative contractors as at- 
tempt to play fast and loose with the 
city, and we need good, solid, business- 
like men in the Council to back him, so 
that these schemers may be brought 
up with a round turn and taught that 
the city government is not a plaything. 
Look at the abominable manner in 
| which the paving of First street has 
been delayed, and the entire city 
put to immense inconvenience, all on 
account of two quarreling contractors. 
No private individual, firm or corpora- 
tion would have submitted for one 
week to be treated as these contractors 
treated the city for months. Witha 
little firmness on the part of the city 
government, the contracts of these 
men would have been annulled, and the 
job given to some one else. Other in- 
stances of municipal cowardice, timid - 
ity, dilatoriness, or treachery to the in- 
terests of the citizens, may be found in 
the manner in which the street rail- 
roads are permitted to keep many of 
the roads in a dangerous condition, by 
having their rails several inches above

Tree Propagation and Planting. 

COLEGROVE (Los Angeles county), 
Jan. 9.—-[wTo the Editor ot Tue TIAuxs.] 
The State Board of Forestry has done 
andis doing a great deal of valuable 
work in various ways looking to the 
protection of our natural timber and 
the encouragement ef tree planting. 
Statistics have been published showing 
that at the present rate of decrease 
our forests will be entirely gone in so 
many years, weeks and days. I don’t 
remember the exact figures, but 
at all events the outlook 
is quite 8 The needless 
waste of timber by lumbermen and 
others, and the criminal destruction 
by fire of timber and bushes on our 
water sheds has been very properly 
condemned. Tree seeds have — 
distributed by the Forestry Board, and 
several experiment stations” have 
been established where young trees of 
many varieties have been grown and 
offered to the public in small lots at 
cost of production. | 

All this is very proper, as far as it 
goes, but more 3 good might be 
accomplished by the 8 and 
timely publication of simple instruc- 
tions for germinating and propagating 
suitable forest trees. 

Probably the “Foresters” take it for 
granted that every one knows how to 
raise trees from the seed or cutting. 
Possibly they think, as is sometimes 
said, It is cheaper to buy from the 
nursery men who make it a business;”’ 
and that those who would plant trees 
will get them any 4 I don’t think 
80. henever [read an item in the 
papers telling how to plant and raise 
rag Tam with a desire 
to try my hand at it; and I presume 
many ers are affected in the same 


way. 

We have thousands of newcomers in 
the State who are tilling the soil for 
the first time; and even of those who 
have farmed it in the East yery few 
know how to raise forest trees—they 
know more about cutting them down.

And for that matter, most ot our rapid- 
growing trees are new to them anyway. 
The eucalyptus and pepper trees fd 
various uses, and the cypresses for 
hedges, seem to be considered neces- 
sary to every new home; and yet they 
all cost money when bought ready to 
set out, and money is often less plenti- 
ful than time with our small ranchers.. 

A man who buys a few trees. will set 
them out, and in that may end his tree 
planting, whereas, if he had raised 
some himself, he would not only have 
more to set out, but would feel en- 
couraged to doit again. One takes an 
especial pride in the trees that he has 
raised from the seed himself.” 

It may be thought difficult to raise a 
tree from the — but it is not at all 
so. One must of course know how to 
procure, treat and plant the various 


seeds, and how to nourish them after | 


germination; and that is just what 
should be frequently published. 

Not every one knows how tostart the 
common eucalyptus, or blue gum. The 
seed may be procured from any 
man. It is imported from Australia, 
as the seed of the tree grown in this 
country is not always fertile. The 
price was formerly 75 cents _ 
ounce, but is probably less now. 0 
ounce contains about three thousand 
seeds. They can be started in shallow 
boxes er bed. The soil should be a 
mellow mould, or sandy loam. It 
should be such as will retain moisture, 
and not become hard with watering. 
The beds or boxes should be located 
under the shade of some tree, or be 
partially protected from the direct rays 
of the sun by an awning of brush or 
lattice. Have the soil well pulverized 
and leveled. 

The seed is not to be soaked or 
scalded, as is the case with that of the 
pepper and acacia, but is planted dry. 

t may be sown broadcast, allowing 
two or three seeds to the square inch; 
or it may be sown in little drills or de- 
pressions about an eighth of an inch 
deep, and from one to two inches 
apart. These little marks“ may be 
made by a small pressure with the 
edge ot a piece of lath or thin stick. 
With the thumb and finger the seeds 
may be sifted along in these drills, 
dropping them about half an inch 
apart in the row. 

Next sprinkle fine sand over the beds, 
covering the seeds about one-quarter 
of an inch deep. It is a great plan to 
sift a little sawdust over all, as it as- 
sists in retaining the moisture. Now, 
as this thin covering of sand will 
readily dry outin warm weat her, it 
is necessary to carefully water the beds 
every day, or often enough to keep the 
soil moist. The best time to nkle 
is in the early morning before the sun 
is hot. Use a fine sprinkler that 
will not disturb e surface, 
and take care not to flood i 
lest many of the little seeds should float 
to the top and fail to sprout. If neces- 
sary, protect from beating rains and 
dripping water by using old sacks or 
the like. In about two weeks the little

The object in transplanting the tiny 
trees is that they may be placed at reg- 
ular distances apart, thus insuring a 
uniform growth and making them much 
more easy to handle when setting out, 
as each tree may then be cut out, with 
the earth about its roots, without inter- 
fering with its neighbors. 

The eucalyptus does better when set 
out quite small. Like all trees that 
grow tall, it has a long tap-root, and if 
the remain long in shallow boxes 
this tap-root will strike the bottom of 
the box and shoot off laterally, whereas 
if the tree be planted quite small its 
root will not be deformed. “As the 
twig is bent, so is the tree inclined.” 
With a faulty root, the tree will not 


only not grow as thriftily, but may be poo 


blown over in a strong wind. 

In Southern California the seed 
should be started in the spring or sum- 
mer, and the trees set out in the early 
winter. They will get a good start 
during the rainy season and require no 
watering the following summer. Any 
time of the year will do, however. The 
sooner the better. ;

I hope the people will rise up in their 
might and declare such prices as I have 
here enumerated unjust. 1 am posi- 
tive these are the sentiments of the 
majority of water renters in this city, 
who are too timid to go into print. 

It is nothing more than robbery for 
a few rich men to increase their wealth 
by the labors of the many. 

May God speed the day when this 
city willown and control its water 
works, like many of our eastern 
cities; then we will have justice.
